delegates’ meeting, He request- 
ed the meeting to reserve their 
questions until he had deliv- 
ed his address, after which he 
answered all queries.

J. Jesse Strang, Director of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool whu spoke 
of matters relating to finance, 
and also regarding the handling 
of wheat for non-members or 
farmers who have not signed 
the Wheat Pool contract, A 
resolution was voted on and 
passed, that non - members 
hauling their wheat to Pool 
Elevators and having the ele- 
vator system handle their grain, 
would share in a credit pro- 
pertionate to the number of 
bushels of wheat handled, the 
same as Pool members, This 
credit at the present time is 
used to meet obligations in con- 
nection with the financing of 
the Pool, But when these obli- 
gations are all met the farmers, 
with a credit in” the elevator 
system, would naturally share 
in the resources of the system.

Heart Disease 


Heart = disease is now the 
chief cause of death. In, older 
persons it frequently represents 
the final wearing outof an 
essential organ. Heart disease 
is however, prevalent among 
young persons, and itisa 
serious condition in that it 


fiealth Service 


cripples the individuals, toa 
greater or less extent, during 
what should be his most useful 
years of life. 

Heart disease of children and 
y oung people is often due to an 
infection of the heart 
theumatic fever. Rheumatic 
fever may occur in young 
people, without painful joints 
and yet, at the same time dam- 
aye the heart. So it is that 
there are many individuals with 
damaged hearts, due to rheu- 
matic fever, who never knew 
that they had the discase, 

It is because of such possibli- 
ties that’ parents should re- 
gard seriously the sore throat, 
growing pains, feverishness, or 
even the state of just not feel- 
ing well, of their children. We 
do not suggest that they should 
be fussy or become unreason- 
ably alarmed, but merely con- 
sider such conditions seriously 
in the sense of finding the 
cause, 


during 


Itis obvious that if damage 
to the heart isto be prevented 
the condition must, first of all 
be recognized and then proper- 
ly treated. We have learned 
that long periods of rest are 
essential. Just as rest is the 
basis of all treatment in tuber- 
Culosis, so is it’ the foundation 
to prevent or to minimize heart 
conditions growing out of 
rheumatic fever. 

The most important point in 
connection with heart disease 
in adult life isthat it be de- 
tected in its early stages, Those 
individuals who make it a prac- 
tice to have a perodic healt) 
examinations will have any 
abnormal heart condition dis- 


we is 
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covered in good’ time. Other- 
wise its detection depends upon 
each individual's going . to his 
doctor whensthere is any sense 
of lack of his | well-being. It 
must be understood that, in the 
early stages of heart disease. 
t he symptons may be slight. 

In general, when heart dis- 
ease has developed, the first 
thing to be don@is to give ‘the 
heart a rest and allow it to re- 
gain its strength. This means 
complete rest in bed and it. 
can be said that ‘there is no 
medicine which takes the place 
of rest, Medicine is useful in 
its proper place but it is second- 
ary to rest. 

The next point is that per- 
sons who have developed heart 
disease must regulate their fut- 
ure lives to the capacity of 
their hearts, Thisis not an 
casy thing te do'for the mother 
of young children or the man 
who earns his living by manual 
labor. There is, however, no 
known means’ whereby the 
heart can be protected from 
further breakdowns other than 
calling not upon it to do 
more than _ it capable 
of doing in its damaged. condi- 
ton.

The largest shipment of Gov- 
ernment-approved cockerels for 
any one breeder or hatcheryman 
in Canada arrived recently by 
Canadian Pacific special at Fer- 
gus, Ont., from’ Winnipeg to the 
order of J. G. Tweddle, of the 
former city.

Patterson was ordained into 
the Church of Scotland  min- 
istry at Dunoon.
